Claims 1, 5 and 9 are allowed. The prior art discloses a communications network with 
plurality of nodes having an error detection module that detects errors within a frame for 
erroneous bits and placing a request to the original sender for retransmission of the corrupted 
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frame. The prior art however fails to disclose generating an estimated frame signal based on bit 
counting and than comparing the estimated frame with detected frame that is transmitted and 
producing an frame error rate if the two frame signals do not coincide.
